Rev. George L. Cady, Formerly of 
This City, May Break Up an 
Illinois County Fair. 


ALLOWED GAMBLING DEVICES. 


Mr. Cady S w or« O u t. C om plaints 
and “W hael of Fortune** Man 
W ar« Flnad 9 3 5 0 . 


Rev. George L. Cady, formerly pas­ 
tor of (he First Congregational church 
of this city, has become a terror to the 
gamblers of Henry county, Illinois, his 
new home. On account of a war that 
he pastor has started against wheels 
of fortune it is proba'ile that the agrl< 
cuUural society may not hold another 
air In the county. 


Mr. Cady is pastor of a rich church 
at Geneseo. Many farmers in the vi­ 
cinity of that town attended the Henry 
county fair and on every corncr and 
every side were wheels of fortune. 
They were induced to “buck the tiger” 
and of course they were tleeced to a 
fieish. 


The matter reached the ears of the 
pastor, who by the way never was a 
special friend to lawbreakers, and he 
swore out warrants for five of the o^ier- 
ators of the gambling machines. The 
fines the ot)erators were ol>!iged to pay 
footed up to $350. 


The fair management is bitter in its 
denunciation of Mr. Cady as they claim 
that without the sale of gambling li­ 
censes it wile be impossible to hold an­ 
other fair. The preacher replies that 
if the fair cannot live except it license 
crime then the people of Henry county 
will gladly bid gooabye to the annual 
exhibition. 


The matter is yet unsettled as the 
preacher has not played his best card 
as yet. He threatens to cause the ar­ 
rest of the managers of the fair, lead­ 
ing men of the county, who sold the 
gambling |>eriuit8. They are equally 
fuilty with the men who beguiled the 
farmer out of his money and Mr. Cady 
declares they must be punished.

a cabinet. The ministry %vhoae resigna­ 
tion bus Just been announced had Gen* 
erai Marcello de Azcarraga for prime 
minister. United States Minister Wood­ 
ford, the Duke of Tetuan and the presi­ 
dent of the senate held a long conference 
yestorday. and General Woolford pre­ 
sented to General Ascarraga the mem- 
b«bi of the United States legation. 
Owing to the cabinet crisis the Cuban 
pour parlera have been postponed. 


Not a HurprlM at Washlagtoa. 
Washington. Sept. SO.—The newa of 
the Spanish cabinet crisis cannot be said 
to have cauw>d surprise among the ofll- 
cials of the state department, or among 
the members of the diplomatic corps in 
Washington. As to what la to follow 
the resignation of the cabinet officials 
here are completely in the dark. Secre­ 
tary Sherman does not believe that It 
will materially affect the relations of 
Spain either to the United Statea or to 
Cuba, which seems to Indicate an ex­ 
pectation on his part that when the cab 
inet is reorganized It will be found to be 
irtill of a Conservative tendency. On the 
other hand high officials in the adminis­ 
tration expect that a Liberal cabinet 
under the leadership of the veteran Sa- 
gasta will be erected on the ruins of the 
Ascarraga cabinet. If this should be the 
case the future is held to be full of 
promise for Cuba. 


tl’liMt (lie iliploiiMita Tlilnk. 


Among the diplomatic officials the 
resignation of the Spanish cabinet ex­ 
cited the keen^t Interest and was the 
chief topic throughout the evening. The 
Spanish minister left at 4 o’clock for 
Lenox about an hour before the first 
word of the renlgnatlons had been re­ 
ceived. The ministry. It was explained 
by diplomatic officials entirely familiar 
with the facts, is Conservative through­ 
out. It was chosen after the assassina­ 
tion of Cánovas and was regarded as a 
continuance of the Cánovas regime. At 
the time of its selection it was con­ 
sidered tempomry. as the queen regent 
was then at San Sebastian without that 
opportunity of full conference with lead­ 
ers. including the leader of the opposi­ 
tion. which takes place on the formation 
of a new cabinet. For this reason the 
resignations are 
not entirely 
unex­ 
pected. although they were not consid­ 
ered imminent at this time.

Tlilali Sagaata 111« Coming Man. 


A strong impression prevails in dip­ 
lomatic circles that Senor Sagasta, the 
eminent Literal lead»!*, will be called to 
form a cabinet. 
The Conservatives 
have a majority In the cortes at this 
time, so that th^ formation oi a Sagasta 
cabinet would necessitate a dissolution 
of the cortes, and an appeal to the coun­ 
try. There is said to be little doubt that 
this would result in the return of a 
hfeavy Liberal majority.

Dr.Allpori U PmIUt« la ftroma Hoff— 
Aetual Kxp«rlmenla Show That i1 
Fait of th« lione Produced hy the State 
^ la Destroyed la the Vat—Pfwl l4Mm*a 
Important, uid Intereatlna Teattmonjr. 
Chicago. Sept. SQ.—Hoff or human? 
This Is the Issue in the Luetgert case at 
present. The defense proved yesterday 
that the bone which Dr. Dorsey, the 
osteolosl^t of the Columbian museum, 
declared was the femur of a human be­ 
ing, of a woman, and of a woman deli­ 
cate In physical structure, as was M ra 
Luetgert, Is nothing but the bone of a 
hog. It came from a hog of delicate or­ 
ganisation. so said the expert for the de­ 
fense, but It w'as nothing but hog. for 
all that. The femur was rather small 
for the usual run of hogs, but this was 
a small-boned hog, and there was no 
doubt of the origin of the bone. The 
witness who declared all this for the de­ 
fense was Dr. W. H. Allport, professor 
of descriptive and comparative anatomy 
In the Northwestern University. 


Was a V«ry I'osltire Wltnemi. 


He declared In the most positive man­ 
ner that the femur was that of a hog, 
and that there was no chance of his be­ 
ing mistaken in the matter. Dr. Dorsey, 
who declared for Uie state that he fe­ 
mur was that of a woman, was in the 
court room w’hen Dr. Allport was on the 
stand, and his face flushed when the ex­ 
pert for the defense declared that the 
bone came from a hog. He will take the 
stand when the time comes for the state 
to ofTor its evidence In rebuttal and insist 
to the Jury that the femur Is not that of 
a hog but of a human being, of awoman. 
and of a woman of delicate physical or­ 
ganisation. The declaration of Allport 
clearly defines the Issue between himself 
and Dorsey. 
They are the respective 
leading experts of the defense and pros­ 
ecution. Both pride 
themselves upon 
their reputations, and a battle royal will 
be the result. 


' Draws PIcturea of the lloncm. 


Dr. Allport drew pictures of what he 
said represented the human femur and 
the hog’s femur, and explained to the 
Jury the difference between them. The 
difference was principally In the socket 
of the hip joint, according to the wit- 
neaa. 
He declared that the knob, or 
Joint, end of the femur In evidence was 
much smaller than that of the average 
person, and that undoubtedly the bone 
w'as the femur of a small-boned hog. 
Allport will be cro.s»-examined after the 
has testified further concerning metacar­ 
pal,

Previous to Allport’s testimony Profes­ 
sor J. A. Weisner gave evidence In sup­ 
port of Dr. Relse’s testimony in connec­ 
tion with the experiments with human 
bodies made in the vats In the Luetgert 
factory early in the pi*esent month. His 
testimony wa.s of a corroborative char­ 
acter.

Other bottles were 
exhibited, containing liquid

various stages of the experiment. All 
were of the same light color.

ALLOWED GAMBLING DEVICES. 


Mr. Cady Swore Out Complaints 
and **Wh«el of Fortun«’*,M«n 
Ware Fined 9360. 


Rev. George L. Cady, formerly pas­ 
tor of the First Congregational church 
of this city, has become a terror to the 
gamblers of Henry county, Illinois, his 
new home. Oh account of a war that 
the pastor has started against wheels 
of fortune it is proba ile that the agri* 
cultural society may not bold another 
fair in the county. 


Mr. Cady is pastor of a rich church 
at Geneseo. Many farmers in the vi­ 
cinity of that town attended the Henry 
county fair and on every corner and 
every side were wheels of fortune. 
They were induced to “buck the tiger” 
and of course they were lleeced to a 
iitilsh. 


The matter reached the ears of the 
pastor, who by the way never was a 
special friend to lawbreakers, and he 
swore out warrants for Hve of the oper­ 
ators qf the gambling machines. The 
fines the operators were obliged to pay 
footed up to$^i5(>. 


The fair management is bitter in its 
denunciation of Mr. Cady as they claim 
that without the sale of gambling li­ 
censes it will be impoHBible to hold an­ 
other fair. The preacher replies that 
if the fair cannot live exccpt it license 
crime then the people of Henry county 
will gladly bid gooobye to the annual 
exhibition. 


The matter is yet unsettled as the 
preacher has not played his best card 
as yet. He threatens to cause the ar­ 
rest of the managers of the fair, lead­ 
ing men of the county, who sold the 
gambling permits, l^hey are equally 
guilty with the men who beguiled the 
farmer out of his money and Mr. Cady 
declares they must be punished.

pectation on his part that when the cab­ 
inet is reorganised it will be found to be 
still of a Conservative tendency. On tha 
other hand high officials in the adminis­ 
tration expect that a Liberal cabinet 
under the l^dershlp of the veteran Sa- 
gasta will be erected on the ruins of the 
Ascarraga cabinet. If this should be the 
case the future is held to be full of 
promise for Cuba.

The present ministry has 
been an aggressive one, supporting Gen­ 
eral Woyler and refusing to accept his 
resignation, although a strong element 
at Madrid has urged a more lenient pol­ 
icy. The ohoice of Sagasta would un­ 
doubtedly, It is said, lead to the recall of 
General Weyler, and a material modl- 
flcation of the aggressis'e policy in Cuba.

Thia 1» the issue In the L»uetgert caae at 
present The defense proved yesterday 
that the bone which Dr. Dorsey, the 
osteologist of the Columbian museum, 
declared wan the femur of a human be- 
inff, of a woman, and of a woman deli­ 
cate in physical structure, as was Mrs. 
liuetgert, Is nothing but the bone of a 
hog. It came from a hog of delicate or­ 
ganisation, so said the expert for the de­ 
fense, but' it was nothing but hog, for 
all that. The femur was rather small 
for the usual run of hogs, but this was 
a small-boned hog, and there waa no 
doubt of the origin of the bone. The 
witness who declared all this for the de­ 
fense was Dr. W. H. AllpOrt, professor 
of descriptive and comparative anatomy 
In the Northwestern University. 


Wan a Very PomIUvo WltncM. 


He declared in the most positive man­ 
ner that the femur was that of a hog, 
and that there was no chance of his be­ 
ing mistaken in the matter. Dr. Dorsey, 
who declared for the state that he fe­ 
mur was that of a woman, was In the 
court room when Dr. Allport was on the 
stand, and his face flush^ when the ex­ 
pert for the defense declared that the 
bone came from a hog. He wiU take the 
stand when the 'time comes for the state 
to offiir its evidence in rebuttal and insist 
to the Jury that the femur Is not that of 
a hog but of a human being, of awoman, 
and of a woman of delicate physical or- 
ganlKatlon. The declaration of Allport 
clearly defines the Issue between himaelf 
and Dorsey. 
They are the respective 
leading experts of the defense and pros­ 
ecution. Both pride themselves upon 
their reputations, and a battle royal will 
be the result.

Dr. Allfiort drew pictures of what he 
j!aid represented the human femur and 
the hog'n femur, and explained to the 
Jury the difTerenre between them. The 
diflferenee was principally In the socket 
of the hip Joint, according to the w it­ 
ness. 
He declared that the knob, or 
Joint, end of the femur in evidence was 
much smaller than that of the average 
person, and that undoubtedly the bone 
was the femur of a small-boned hog.
